Farly in 
the war absolute freedom was given to 
three great spending departments—the 
War Office, the Admiralty, and the Minis. 
try of Munitions. They have been quite 
uncontrolled net only by the House of 
Commons, but even, up to a point, by the 
Treasury. Gradually, however, there grew 
up a feeling that this freedom was being 
abused. The House of Commons is tradi- 
tionally jealous of the power of the purse ; 
and it says much for the strength of tradi- 
tion that the present House—which has 
been in session longer than any since 
Stuart times and has many of the vices 
of senility—should have retained sufficient 
spirit to reassert its control over expendi- 
ture. Only after a show of great deter- 
mination by the ordinary members of the 
House did the Government consent, last 
summer, to accept the main part of a 
motion for the appointment of a Select 
Committee on National Expenditure. This 
Committee, of which Mr. Herbert Samuel 
is Chairman, has investigated the whole 
question of national finance during the 
past four months. Recently it presented 
two interim reports which, in themselves, 
furnish a complete justification of its ap- 
pointment. The larger number of its re: 
commendations has been accepted by the 
Government ; others are still under con- 
sideration, and few have been rejected. 
Mr. Bonar Law admitted yesterday that 
the Committee had rendered great services 
not only to the country, but also to the 
Government, by its recommendations with 


regard to national expenditure. Apparently

Mr. Samuel sumnfarised the results of 
the Committees investigation in a. 

The Committee “formed a 
picture of supermen pushing administra- | 
tion in every direction, while the Treasury 
was wringing its hands in the background 
at the colossal expenditure involved.” 
Hustle and frugality, as he remarked, are 
not good yoke-fellows, and, doubtless, in a 
situation which required hustling a nice 
regard for economy was scarcely to be 
expected ; but there seems to be no reason- 
able doubt that, when all possible allow- 
ance is made, there has been unnecessary 
and enormous waste of public money. Extra- 
vagance in administration simply cannot be 
tolerated at a time when colossal burdens 
are being piled on this generation and 
future generations. Mere figures of this 
burden have ceased to touch the imagimna- 
tion, but Mr. Samuel's statement that 
every four months we are adding to the 
National Debt a sum equal to the whole 
debt of the long Napoleonic wars is more 
impressive. Mvreover, administrative ex- 
travagance creates a vicious circle. A 
Government which sanctions public waste- 
fulness cannot preach private economy with 
any reasonable expectation that its appeal 
will carry weight, and its example reacts 
upon the demands of consumers and the , 
price of commodities.
